My argument js that already at Queens | 
ure possessed of the best fentures of fraternity 
fe, The rooming-house system of Kingston pro- 
vides similar opportunities for friendly intercourse 
and co-operative living. This was tho case in my 
father’s timo at Queen's, as it was In mine. The 
humerous boarding houses on Union and Alfred 
etreots, with varying degrees of cullnary fanie, 
afford the same chances for argument, discussion, 
and good-natured bunter as do the best of frater- 
nity tables. From casual chservation of affairs at 


the new Students’ Union I should say that the 
same opportunity applies there also.

When I say that Queen's University {s one large 
fraternity, 1 do so with reasonable regard for the 
technical implications of the term. 

On the cther hand I am of the opinion that 
fraternities at Queen's might have a deleterious 
effect. Queën's has perhaps the most homogencous 
group of students of any college In the: country. 
There js no racial problem, either real or imagin- 
ary. Binco wealthy students are few and far bo- 
tween, most contribute in whole or in part to thelr 
University cxpenses, Solldity and uniformity are 
present to a marked degree. Queen's comes first, 
the Individual faculty second. My well-considered 
fear Is that fraternities on the campus would tend 
to set up &@ castle system that in the long run would 
injure the democratic traditions of Queen's and 
perhaps endanger loyalty to tho College as a whole. 

J'urther, there are certain Important practical 
considerations, To be uw traternity man at Queen's 
would necossarily Increaso ono's college expenses by 
inywWhere from ninety to one hundred dollars per 
year, Initiation fees usually amount to fifty dol- 
lars, monthly dues from four to six dollars, “rush- 
ing’ potential inftlates and expenditures for dances 
from to twenty dollars, and summer levies 
from ten to thirty dollars, depending on what use 
the fraternity house is put to during vacation tlime. 
Moreover, the rental of & sultable house und the 
employment of a cook and a houseman would pro- 
bably increuse tho cost of Ilying, The 
cheapest fruternity rates I know flvo dol- 
lars a week for à yoom and seven dollars a week 
for meals, This {# very rensonublo for Toronto or 
Montreal, Wut quite high In comparison ta prices 
existing at Kingston, Would fraternities eo add to
